Therefore, the fact that has 
compelled England, one of the 
treatest Powors in the world, to 
make thia effort is the disappear- 
unce of three small States, lor 
Great Britain, it is tantamount to 
u revolution, This fact in itself is 
significant, But ita significance is 
enhanced, if one goes back to the 
origin of conscription, 


When And Why 
In France 


From tha date of the French 
Revolution, the histery of Europe 
hax been compiled in such a cu- 
rjoux Manner“that the most im- 


portant events have in many cases. 


been completely ignored, even by 
thoxe who would have derived the 
yrentest advantage in being  in- 
formed, [ am often compelled to 
note that, in Europe as a whole, 
persons who, in virtue of their 
profession or social position, are 
called upon to concern themselves 


with vital questions of war and, 


peace, ignoré when and why con- 
scription was adopted in Trance, 
In general, there is a tendency to 
aseribe the introduction of con- 
seription-to the two decrecs issued 
by, the Convention in 17983, at a 
fow months! interval; ‘the first 
Prescribing the levy of 300,000 
men, the second the mous levy, 
These decrees weromerely excep- 
tional measures taken to cope with 
a great but temporary danger, 
devoid of an organic of definitive 
character. They should have becn 
rescinded, once the danger pasy- 
ed. 

Under the Directorate, con- 
scription became the permanent 
military system of France in vir- 


tuo of a law approved by the’ 


Councils on September 6th, 1798. 
Under this law, the Government 
could dispose of five classes—from 
twenty to twenty-flvo - years—in 
the event of war. It could call to 
arms all the young men included 
in these classes; as soon as a citi- 
zen had exceeded the age of 
twenty-five years, he was lberat- 
ed from all military obligations. 
Thus it was that conscription, 
that revolution in European his- 
tory, came Into being in France. 


Campo-Formio 
Treaty Of 1797 


But why, in tho second half of 
1798, did the Directorate adopt a 


’ 
meusure which was to have such 


far-reaching consequences for 


France and Europe? The reason 
lies in the Campoi‘ormlo Treaty 
signed in October 1797 eleven 
months earlier. This treaty, which, 
for a. short time, had conveyed 
both to France and to Europe the 
illusion of a lasting peace, 
been concluded on'such ridiculous 
hoses by, two equally exhausted 
adversaries, oqually appalled by 
tho fact of their oxhaustion, that 
it becumo tho atarting-point.of a 
European war of seventcen yours 
duration. Soma months after tho 
signature of the treaty, mutual 
suspicion and fear again reigned 
in Europe; all the great Powers 
armed, sought alliances, _proparcd 
‘for the war that they saw coming.

tered into conflict for supremacy 
In Italy, and this war. resulted in 
the dlsorganisation of Europe: as

Destruction 
Of Venice 


The destruction of Venice was 
the cause just one year later of the 
adoption of conscription in 
France. A hundred and forty 
years elapse, and {t is the destruc- 
tion of the tiny Austrian Republic 
that haa compelled England to 
take a similar step, alao one year 
later. The analogy ia complete, 
Let us hope that the sequel will 
not be the same, and that the Bri- 
tish conscription of 1989 will not 
be the cause of an unending war, 
as In the case of France in 1798. 
But ‘to prevent it from being the 
starting-point of a long gsarics of 
wars and revolutionary upheavals 
in Europe, both public opinion

ters’ uf the globe, the great Pow- 
ers have been ‘tempted to -scttle 
their quarrels at the expense of 
the. weaker States. At certain 
times and in ‘certain ‘ countrics, 
this policy may have been suc- 
cessful. But In Burope, it would 
seem to have become singularly 
dangerous since the French Revo- 
lution, This is definitely demon- 
strated ‘by tho story of: conscrip- 
tion. 


Millions 
Sacrificed 


In 1797, thore were many 
French, who lauded the Directer- 
ate and. Bonaparte for having 
given [France peace by annexing 
Belgium and sacrifying Venice. 
So much the worse for Venice if 
she was unable to defend herself. 
A-yegr later, conscription was in- 
troduced in Franco; and France 
was confronted with .o terrible 
war, which lasted till 1815, und 
in the.gourse of which millions of 
lives were gacrifleed.

fraud, 


We should have Jearnt this Ies- 
son in the fifteen comparatively 
peaceful ‘years that followed tho 
war. Tho powers that won the war 
have been charged with @ breach 
of faith because having disarmed 
their defeated enemicas they failed 
to disarm themselves, In fact, no 
faith waa broken because. no pro- 
mise was made.

follow suit. Germany was compell- 
ed to ‘disarm because she had 
beon defeated in the field, and had 
no cholce, The allied Powers ex- 
pressed in the Peace Treaty their 
intention to disarm, such boing 
their honcat intention at tho time,’ 
but they entered into no obligation 
to do so, Great Britain did indecd 
carry out that intention to a dan- 
Kerous extent and was still dis- 
arming after Gormany. socratly 
and in breach of her treaty obli- 
gations was rearming—a process 
that wan well under way long be- 
fore the Nazis attained power, 


But no general 
agreement to dis- 
arm was ever con- 
cluded in spite of 
many sincere at- 
tempts to reach 
one, and the cause 
of fatlure was the 
presence of fear, 
We can _ still 
remember how in those days 
the French were sometimes ac- 
cused of boing excessively appre- 
hensive, It was casier for the Eng- 
lish to feel confident so long as 
the German Flect was at the bot- 
tom of Scapa Flow, but tho French 
knew that the German Army was 
still on the other side of the Rhine, 
and how great was the supply of 
hidden armaments, they could not 
tell,

The suggestion of an agreement 
to disarm is not only a delusion— 
for Great Britain it is also a snare, 
How are we to secure that any 
undertaking entered-into would be 
‘performed?

access to 2 party.of foreigners to 
all her munition factorios and all 
her storo--houses?-’ But without 
such access there can be no as- 
surance that obligations are being 
carried out. It is difficult to as- 
certain the simplest facts in a 
totalitarian state where the slight- 
est indiscrotion may bo punished 
with months of torture in a con- 
centration camp, and where any- 
thing worse than indiscretion may 
lead to the headsmen’s blocle. 


We may on the other hand bo 
only too suro that any undertak- 
ing to disarm entered into by 
Great Britain would-be fulfilled 
to the letter.

to do so. Their own inquisitive 
members of Parliament might 
bo trusted to scrutinise so closcly 
tho servico catimates as. not to 
admit of their spending a penny 
more on their defences than the 
djsarmament agreement allowed.

One ‘of the: most discouraging 
things about the whole period is 
the gradual failure of the eyes, 
which are a-very essential factor 
in a contented and useful age. For 
nye brings ita own eye problems 
quite different from those of 
youth, The eyes tire sooner than 
they did and vision is not so auto- 
matically clear, The acute in- 
flammations .and infections are 
nol so common .as in youth, but 
they have a greater tendency to 
become chronic.

crowd Another writer takes the 
opposite view. Perdonali he 
saya, consists in the characte 
ties which make you one of a 
yroup, an ensy mixer, a good fel- 
Jow among. other good fellows, 


One writer says that you must 
learn to dramatise yourself, An- 
other insists that you must stile 
ordinate yourself, and display an 
interest only in the other fellow, 
if you want to make him like you, 
One man Jays down rules for per- 
sonality development, Another 
insists that there are no rules 
except: “Be yourself.” Now let's 
see, what are the facts? 


The facts seem to be that all 
these pointa of view are right, 
und no-one of them is completely 
right. “Personality” in a 
brond and inclusive term, Many 
apparently contradictory state- 
menty—all of them true—can be 
made about it. Personality is not 
n simple quality; it is ‘a paradox. 
For example: 


Here is a woman who most of 
vs would agree has either an un.

Why is she shy, introverted, {1 
at eave?

Yet it is her 
fear—and in many caser her fear 
nlone—that prevents her being 
well liked. ; 


The way out of that paradox in 
simple. Get over the fear of being 
distiked and you won't be disliked.

He's . tho 
better doctor, . Be. Sage eae

If he did, 
Robert Browning retorted, “tho 
less = Shakespenre he.”

My own impression of Shake- 
spenre is thot he was a supremely 
normal man. His contemporaries 
describe him as “gentle;" he was 
good compuny and enjoyed society 


—what the Americans call a good 
mixer. He relished the good things 
of life, and lived in the beat house 
in his native town, 


Why he gave up writing at the 
age of forty-seven, when he was 
at tho height of his powers and 
reputation, we shall novor know. 
Has anyone suggested that. the 
last five years of his life were 
spent in writing tho works of 
Bacon? . 


He was not at all the kind of 
man to be pulled off his balance 
by any dark lady, His convictions 
about love and marriage were both 
sano and high minded. The noble 
sonnet, “Let mo not to the mar- 
riago of truc minds , . .” is un- 
questionably sincere, us are the 
lines in “Vonus and Adonis:”

truth be told, those poor dictators, 
who aro so feared, are themselves 
the victims of a fatality which in 
far more tyrannical than their own 
police. The age-old Chinese meta- 
phor “riding a tiger” would seem 
to have been invented expressly for 
thom. But how thoy manage to 
precipitate events so long as the 
world continues to believe in their 
force! That terrible crime of the 
eighteenth century, tho partition 
of Poland, and to be perpetrated 
in threo stages—1772Z, 1793 and 
1795. Czechoslovakia was destroy- 
ed in a fow months. 

The onset of the evil dates from 
the first postwar years, The 
blood{fest: conflict in history had 
destroyed the old idols and pre- 
judices; the route to a more united 
and freer Europe wan open; unfor-

tunately, the. old asin ce 
methods had survived almost 
everywhere. I, for.my part, when 
entrusted with tho directlon of 
Italian foreign policy, wished to 
associate .my country and = the 
enormous force it wan capablo of 
developing with the newly born 
Little Entente and thus put an 
end to an absurd Slavophobia, 
Benes was almost the sole states- 
man to realize that this policy 
might render Europe in the event 
of a re-omergenco of a German 
Drang nach Osten which 1 have 
foreseen since 1921. When, some- 
what later, the American, Govern- 
ment intimated that it was pre- 
pared to support London in de- 
fending Chinu: against « Japanese 
agagrcsaion, the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, then Sir John 
Simon, hesitated and finally refus- 
ed; and the English women who 
are forced by the Japanese soldlers 


-to undress at the gates of the Bri- 


tish Conceasion at Ticntain are 
now paying for the lack of 
imagination and of generosity of 
thoir former rulers. Another 
example. In 1935, Roosevelt once 
more expressed his willingness to 
co-operate with the Leagus of Na- 
tions in maintaining the authority 
of the Covenant in the gravest 
ordeal of its history—the Abys- 
sinfan adventure. But Washing- 
ton had reckoned without the Bri- 
tish and French Governmenta, 
The sanctions enforced were mere- 
ly factitlous and thelr sole result 
was to irritate and offend the 
Italian people. But no serious 
steps wero taken ‘to hamper the 
military policy of the Fascist Gov- 
ernment; The Italian housewives 
were deprived of the most neces- 
sary commodities, but the Govern- 
ment was never short of oll, An 
unprecedented example of hypo- 
ecrisy and vileness—the material 
and moral support of Fascism at 
& moment when a pretence was be- 
ing made of fighting it. (And this 
attitude still lingers in, certain 
candid minds, ‘There are: those 
who lament; “Mussdlini would ‘Be 
on our side, if wo had not irritated 
him with tho sanctions, . . ."’). 


Sordid Policy 

And these are but o few in- 
stances of the unimaginative und 
sordid policy which prevails in 
Europe. If one had not been com- 
pelled to note the mistakes and the 
weaknesses of certain socialist and 
labour ministries, one would al- 
most incline to adhere completely 
to the marxist theory explaining 


‘all history by class interests, Such 


interests exist, it ia true; they are 
powerful and merciless, But the 
European disease is deepor root- 
ed: on tho one hand, a lack of real 
faith in the futuro of liberty and, 
on the other, an absolute lack of 
moral leadership. Solemn state- 
ments have been made by demo- 
cratic loaders of their faith in tho 
ideals of democracy; but, a8 a 
matter of fact, thoy havo not oven 
the courage to proclaim the dif- 
forence betweon thoir bellof and 
the theories of the dictators. The 


‘Jatter—sincere for once—never 


fail to ropoat: “Tho object of our 
ideology {8 the destruction of 
yours; you belong to the past, you 
must disappear, we are the dyna- 
mic nations.” But what ia tho an- 
swer from , the democratic capi- 
tals? “Walt, o little calm; we 
should be so glad and so honour- 
ed {£ wo could reach an agreo- 
ment with you.” And tho ccho dies 
away before tho final bleat”. . . . 
at the cost of somo small people 
as long as there aro any.” 

But tho peoples deservo hotter 
than this. The more I observe 
them, even their silenco where 
they are not freo to speak, tho 
moro I feol that there fa genoral 
trend towards a progress which, 
in earller daya, would have secmed

The Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Lord Buldwin, and, 
aoe surprisingly, Mr. Chamber- 
ain, 


One Nazi journalist prefaces an 
attack on the Premier with a har- 
rowing acount of his visit to 
London. He asked the first Lon- 
doners he met the best way from 
the nerodrome to town. 

The Englishman “stared up at 
me, screwed up his face, made ‘a 
wry mouth, spat at my feet and, 
instead of condescending to an- 
awer, snid, ‘Oh, a Gorman." 

Every article, every phrase, 
every sentence breathes hate of 
England and the English. Wo are 
murderers und torturers, we are 
robbers and thieves, we are super- 
ior, we have the mind of shop- 
keepers, we are governesses. 


GERMANY “CHEATED” 


And through it all runs the 
peculiar Nazi form of humour— 
the heavy sarcasm which makes 
Goebbels laugh. 

The Treaty of Versailles, of 
course, ig a never-falling Instru- 
ment of propaganda. It was Eng- 
land who starved the German chil- 
dren. It was . English hypocrisy 
that cheated Germany out of her 
victory in 1918. 

So it goes on. Page after page 
of hate. There is one pathetic 
story of. Brighton waiter who 
dicd of heart fatlure while: doing 
the Lambeth Walk, 

“When the frenzied ery of 
‘Olt on his Ups, the cry of the joy 
of Hving, he loft this world for the 
eternal dancing ground, 

“A degenorate dance?7~No, a 
degenerate people. Even- high- 
cluss hotels have opened their 
doors to this disgusting bit of 
Jewish apery.” 


Alas, poor Goebbels. How hard 
he has to try to keep hate warm!

It {s true that under 
Fronch pressure the soldiers are 
preparing, in London as well ag in 
Paris, for the military arrange- 
ments that should at last bring 
really into those negotiations. 


_ But the dispute over “indirect 
aggression,” is not yel settled, 
and we shall do well to restrain 
our hopes till the soldiers sit down 
before their maps,- 


Secondly, the Polish army, enger, 
well-trained but miserably 
equipped, after long delays has 
secured from the Treasury credit 
to an amount that gravely disap- 
-points it, for the purchase of arms 
from this country, 


But to its bewilderment it has 
been denied a loan that would en- 
able it to buy what it can only get 
in America, 


Thirgly, in Tokyo an agree- 
ment has been reached which 
Ktems to mean that Great Bri- 
tain will ndopt an attitude of 
benevolent neutrality towards 
the Japanese. 


FINANCE THE KEY 


The key to the whole position 
lies in finance. The Jupanecse have 
made no headway in the economic 
consolidation of tho * occupied 


areas, because no one, neither the’ 


Chinese farmers and traders, nor 
the British banks, would accept 
their absurdly over-rated dollar, 
save at the bayonet’s point. 


Everywhere the Chinese dollur, 
supported-by the British Treasury 
and the British banks, remained 
the only freely accepted medium 
ef trade; while this was so, it was 
still possible for China to buy 
,arms abroad. 


What mattered ever more, Ja- 
pan's conquests were, in her pre- 


curled economic situation, eihes 
a liability than a gain; she could 
not utillsa China’s raw materials 
and man-power. 


In plain words, tho British Trea- 
sury held the key to Chino’s fate, 


by its contro] over the exchange. ° 


Suddenly, as the Tokyo: talks 
started in earnest, British support 
was withdrawn in Shanghai and 
the Chineso dollar collapsed. In « 
few days half its value ovaporat- 
ed. 


The Japanese boast, and the 
Chinese fear, that the blockade of 
Tientsin, with all its brutal humi- 
liations, has coerced Mr, Chamber- 
Iain into becoming, whatever ver- 
bal trousers"he may still.use to 
cover his nakedness, the furtive 
supporter of “the New Order in 
the Far Kast.” 


The attitide of Downing 
Street coincides with preparations 
in- Washington to use the economic 
weapon against Japanese agyres- 
slon. 


Finally, to complete our survey 
of British policy in action, there 
are the disclosures, for which we 
have to thank the French, about 
Mr. Hudson's offer to Herr Wohl- 
tat. 


That ingenious gentleman came 
to London, we are told, to talk 
about whales, 


What, in fact, he hurpeoned 
was a lcviathan, meosuring from 
jaw to tall a thousand millions 
sterling. This creature has been 
lying for many months in Mr. 
Chamberlain’s fish-pond, on 
show to selected German tour- 


ists; Dr. Schacht, it ts said, saw 


her ‘blowing. 
NIGGERS TO EXPLOIT 


The idea is that whenover Adolf 
Hitler consents to be appeased, u 
vast loan shall assist him to con- 
vert his intlustry. from the manu- 
facturo of swords ‘to the’ masa- 
production of ploughshares. 

When the Nazi lamb nestles be- 
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sido the British lion, they will 
jointly form a financlal consor- 
tium to exploit Africa. The F.B.L, 
ts already arranged during. the 
Munfch honeymoon, would sce to 
the sharing of markets. 


The condition preliminary to 
this idyll is that Hitler shall agree 
to some measure of disarmament 
under international supervision, 
In Mr. Chamberlain’s opinion 
there was nothing to regret in 
this offer, aave its disclosure to 
the Press, 


What are we to make of it all— 
alliance with Russia, concession to

Mr. Chamberlain has never con- 
cealed tho fact that, in his own 
words, his is a “dual policy.’ 


He arms (at lost in earnest) 
and he mobilises allies (rather 
less carnestly) in order to re- 
sist any further aggression in 
Europe: but all the while he 
“camouflages his tanks with olive 
branches, for he would rather 
-buy off the cnemy than resist 
him. 


This might bo an intelligible 
policy, if the. Axis Itself were 
hovering between duab objectives, 
though it would always be risky 
and liable to misunderstanding. . 


In fact, against such opponents 
as titler, Mussolini, and the Ja- 
panese army chiefs, it is so in- 
fatuated that it looks like national 
suicide. Tho explanation Hes In 
the Ilmitationa of Mr. Chambor- 
luin's psychology. 


He. cannot concelve that human 
beings should act under motives 
other than those that influenced 
English business men in the 
classical capitalist ora of the 19th 
century. 


If thoy arm and bluff and grab, 
it must be for.the same order of 
reasons that led hia own fathor to 
acquire the goldfields of the 
Transvaal, 


He supposes, in short, that thoir 
object is “trade,” or, it may be, 
profitable investment. Very well, 
then: if they will only stop bluf- 
fing and arming, they shall have 
all the trade they want, 


So far from “encircling” them, 
he will provide them with mar- 
kets to exploit, and.a whale of a 
loan to launch them as on their 
profitable business carcor. 


“DUAL POLICY” RISKS 


Is it merely pitiable, or is it 
also contemptible? The Premicr 
of “the nation of shop-keepers” 
dangles his trading prospectus 
before the contemporary Nn- 
poleon: with what result? 


That tho Nazis are confirmed in 
their bellef that.we are decadent 
and incapable of resistance; that 
the Russians suspect our good 
faith, even whilewo offer them 
our alliance: that the Poles must 
silently endure daily encroach- 
ments at Danzig, because they 
cannot feel sure of our support?® 


A“dual policy” will always Jead 
the wrong pcople to hope, and tho 
right people to doubt. 


’ This whole policy of uppease- 
ment js not so much 2 mistake as 
an irrelevance. You might as well 
talk to the Nazis about the bene- 


«| ficonce of unrestricted compoti- 


tion, about freo speech, the soerct 
ballot, or any othor IHberal fetish 
of the 19th century, as hope: to 
tame them by tho lure of trade. 


Thoy aro cast in anothor mould. 
Tho Stato, as Hitler. defines St, 
does not exist to ensure the wel- 
faro even of .its own :populition, 
and still less to co-operate for the 
welfare of others. Tha State, for 
him, isan end in itself. ;

Nor will Hitler ever submit’ his 
armaments to international 
xpection. If ever he did so, it 
would only be to tear up the treaty 
next day, as he tore up the Naval 
Agreement und his ten-yeur pact 
with the Poles. 


HEDGE OF FORCE 


But, this is only half the 
story. The ninctoenth century be- 
Heved in the sovereignty of econe- 
mics and the supromacy of econo- 
mic power—which could on oc- 
casion buy phyaical force when it 
needed it. 

The Nazis believe in the supre- 
macy of physienl force, provided 
ene wields it with brutal audacity, 
And, in fact, the world ‘has go far 
revolved obediently round their 
Axis, from Madrid to Tientsin. 

There is no way to arrest 
them save to build round them 
un unbreakable hedge of phys!- 
cal foree, with a strong will to 
hold it firm, Only then will rea- 
son and economics begin .to 
oporate, 

When the impossibility of fur- 
ther adventures is clear to every 
Germin, then, and not till then, 
will the shoddy unreason and the 
squaltd privations of this brutal 


relapse into barbarism begin to! 


senso to that nation the degrada- 
tlon they are. 

At that moment, even more than 
to-day, we shall havo to restrain 
Mr. Chamberlain's propensity for 
lending monoy. at interest. ‘ 

Not even to a domesticated 
Fuehrer, who might talk pacifism 
‘for the City’s ear, ought we to of- 
fer loans. Europe will resume u 
fe of relative civilisation only 
when ho falls and the Axis breaks,
